At  7:30  p.m.  on  the  same  day  at  the  Wilton  School  District 
Auditorium  adjoining  Whiting  Park  to  act  upon  the  following 
subjects: 

1.  To  choose  all  necessary  Town  Officers  for  the  year  en- 
suing, to  hear  all  Town  Officers,  Agents  and  committees  and 
take  any  necessary  action  relating  thereto. 

2.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  a 
sum  of  $2,971,000.,  for  the  purpose  of  constructing  sewerage 
and  sewage  treatment  facilities  which  are  requirements  con- 
tained in  the  Federal  Water  Pollution  Control  Act,  as  amended 
(33  U.S.C.  1251  et  seq.)  and  will  qualify  the  Town  for  Federal 
funds,  with  such  sum,  equal  to  Town  and  State  total  share,  to 
be  raised  by  the  issuance  of  Serial  Bonds  or  Notes  not  to  exceed 
$1,218,000.,  under  and  in  compliance  with  the  provisions  of  the 
Municipal  Finance  Act  (N.H.  R.S.A.  33:1  et  seq.,  as  amended) 
and  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  issue  and  negotiate  such 
bonds  or  notes  and  to  determine  the  rate  of  interest  thereon, 
and  to  take  such  other  actions  as  may  be  necessary  to  effect  the 
issuance,  negotiation,  sale  and  delivery  of  such  bonds  or  notes 
as  shall  be  in  the  best  interests  of  the  Town  of  Wilton,  and  to 
allow  the  Selectmen  to  expend  such  monies  as  become  available 
from  the  Federal  Government  under  the  Financial  Assistance 
Program  of  the  Construction  Grants  section  of  the  Federal 
Water  Pollution  Control  Act,  as  amended  (33  U.S.C.  1251  et 
seq.)  and  pass  any  vote  relating  thereto. 

3.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  a 
sum  of  $2,606,000.,  for  the  purpose  of  constructing  sewerage 
and  sewage  treatment  facilities  which  are  requirements  con- 
tained in  the  Federal  Water  Pollution  Control  Act,  as  amended 


(33  U.S.C.  1251  et  seq.)  and  will  qualify  the  Town  for  Federal 
funds,  with  such  sum,  equal  to  Town  and  State  total  share,  to 
be  raised  by  the  issuance  of  Serial  Bonds  or  notes  not  to  exceed 
$852,000.,  under  and  in  compliance  with  the  provisions  of  the 
Municipal  Finance  Act  (N.H.  R.S.A.  33:1  et  seq.,  as  amended) 
and  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  issue  and  negotiate  such 
bonds  or  notes  and  to  determine  the  rate  of  interest  thereon, 
and  to  take  such  other  actions  as  may  be  necessary  to  effect  the 
issuance,  negotiation,  sale  and  delivery  of  such  bonds  or  notes 
as  shall  be  in  the  best  interests  of  the  Town  of  Wilton,  and  to 
allow  the  Selectmen  to  expend  such  monies  as  become  available 
from  the  Federal  Government  under  the  Financial  Assistance 
Program  for  the  Construction  Grant  section  of  the  Federal 
Water  Pollution  Control  Act,  as  amended  (33  U.S.C.  1251  et 
seq.)  and  pass  any  vote  relating  thereto. 

4.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to 
apply  for  and  receive  Federal  and  State  Grants  to  build  a  Re- 
cycling Dump,  and  should  they  deem  it  necessary,  borrow  not 
more  than  $360,000.,  on  bonds  or  serial  notes  authorized  and 
issued  under  such  terms  and  conditions  as  they  deem  expedient 
and  desirable  in  anticipation  of  the  receipt  of  said  Federal  and 
State  Grants,  or  take  any  action  relating  thereto  and  further: 

A.  To  make  the  rules  and  regulations  needed  to  insure 
source  separation  of  solid  waste,  and,  further, 

B.  To  make  long-term  agreements  with  surrounding 
towns  to  process  their  solid  waste  in  exchange  for  sharing  all 
costs  of  the  Recycling  Dump  proportionately,  and,  further 

C.  The  Board  of  Selectmen  is  instructed  to  hold  public 
hearings  before  entering  into  long  -term  agreements  with  other 
towns. 

5.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen 
and  Town  Treasurer  to  borrow  money  upon  the  credit  of  the 
Town  in  anticipation  of  taxes. 

6.  To  see  what  action  the  Town  will  take  respecting  real  es- 
tate acquired  by  the  Town  for  non-payment  of  taxes. 

7.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  the  budget  as  pre- 
pared by  the  Budget  Committee  or  make  any  alterations  re- 
lating thereto  so  that  the  Town  will  raise  and  appropriate  such 
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sums  of  money  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  Town  charges  and 
necessary  expenses. 

8.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate  sixty  thousand 
($60,000.)  dollars  for  the  purpose  of  purchasing  a  highway 
grader,  and/or  other  snow  removal  equipment,  and  authorize 
the  withdrawal  of  an  amount,  not  exceeding  fifty-five  thousand 
dollars  ($55,000.)  from  the  Revenue  Sharing  Fund  established 
under  the  provisions  of  the  State  and  Local  Assistance  Act  of 
1972,  and  the  balance  of  $5,000.  to  be  raised  by  taxation,  or 
take  any  action  relating  thereto. 

9.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to 
raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $1300.  for  the  purpose  of  pur- 
chasing a  riding  mower,  said  funds  to  be  raised  by  taxation. 

10.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen 
to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $11,000.,  for  the  purchase  of 
a  one-ton,  four  wheel  drive,  dump  truck,  or  take  any  action  re- 
lating thereto. 

11.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  $854.,  for  the  support  of  the  Monadnock  Region  Associ- 
ation, or  take  any  other  action  relating  thereto.  This  sum  is 
based  on  the  formula  of  five  (5%)  per  cent  of  the  Rooms  and 
Meals  Tax  funds  distributed  to  the  Town  by  the  State  of  New 
Hampshire  in  1977  ($17,082). 

12.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  an 
additional  sum  of  $8000.,  necessitated  by  a  new  appraisal  re- 
quired by  the  Bureau  of  Outdoors  Recreation,  for  the  acquisi- 
tion of  the  Carnival  Hill  Land  in  Wilton,  described  in  Subdivi- 
sion Plan  revised  August  9,  1976  and  showing  Parcel  B  in  Wil- 
ton as  36.383  acres,  for  recreational  purposes;  and  to  authorize 
the  Selectmen  to  apply  for  and  receive  and  expend  Bureau  of 
Outdoors  Recreation  Funds  for  this  purpose  and  to  see  if  the 
Town  will  vote  and  accept  and  expend  funds  from  the  Carnival 
Hill  Recreation  Fund  to  pay  one-half  of  the  cost  of  this  project. 
This  appropriation  is  conditioned  upon  receipt  of  the  Bureau  of 
Outdoors  Recreation  grant  and  the  gift  from  the  Carnival  Hill 
Recreation  Fund.  (By  Petition) 

13.  To  see  if  the  Town  will,  because  of  the  generosity  to  it  of 


the  late  Roland  R.  Cooley,  vote  to  establish  a  permanent  trust 
fund  with  the  monies,  including  the  accumulated  income  there- 
from, bequeathed  to  the  Town  under  the  will  of  the  said  Roland 
R.  Cooley,  who  died  on  December  17,  1973;  said  fund  to  be 
hereafter  known  as  the  ROLAND  R.  COOLEY  FUND,  with 
only  the  income  therefrom  to  be  expended  each  year  for  some 
town  purposes  to  be  voted  by  the  Town  at  each  of  its  annual 
meetings;  said  fund  to  be  administered  by  the  Trustees  of  the 
Trust  Funds  of  the  Town  of  Wilton;  and  to  vote  further  to  allow 
other  interested  persons,  organizations  or  corporations  to  add 
to  the  principal  of  said  fund  from  time  to  time  by  will,  gift  or 
otherwise,  upon  the  same  terms  and  conditions  thereof;  or  take 
any  action  relating  thereto.  (By  Petition) 

14.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  discontinue  the  following 
described  segment  of  the  old  town  road  known  as  the  Tighe 
Farm  Road  which  runs  from  the  northerly  side  of  the  Burton 
Highway  at  Bill  Whiting's  Styles  Farm  (now  of  Roy  den  C. 
Sanders),  into  Lyndeborough,  namely,  that  segment  of  said  rd. 
which  commences  at  the  barnyard  gate  of  Lawrence  C.  Hall  and 
runs  northerly  through  land  of  said  Hall  to  the  Wilton-Lynde- 
borough  Town  Line  at  land  of  Edward  M.  Abbot,  Jr.  (said 
barnyard  gate  is  approximately  175  feet  northerly  from  the 
Styles  Farm-Hall  boundary  line,  and  said  segment,  being 
approximately  1300  feet  in  length,  is  located  entirely  within 
land  of  said  Hall,  namely,  Town  Lot  No.  6  of  the  Property 
Ownership  Map  of  the  Town  of  Wilton),  or  take  any  other  ac- 
tion relating  thereto.  (By  Petition) 

15.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  amend  the  action  taken  at 
the  1975  Town  Meeting  under  Article  15,  whereby,  the  Town 
authorized  the  N.H.  Housing  Commission  to  provide  Section  8 
housing  assistance  payments,  by  increasing  the  authorized 
units  from  the  present  ten,  to  twenty  units,  or  take  any  action 
relating  thereto. 

16.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  change  the  penalty  sec- 
tion of  the  Parking  Ordinances  adopted  at  the  Town  Meeting, 
March  8,  1938  and  under  Article  2,  Section  1,  Penalties  for  Vio- 
lations. 

From:  Any  person  violating  any  of  the  regulations 
under  Section  1,  Article  1,  shall  be  liable  to  a  fine  of  not  over 
$1.00  for  the  use  of  the  Town  of  Wilton. 
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To:  Any  person  violating  any  of  the  regulations  under 
Section  1,  Article  1,  shall  be  liable  to  a  fine  of  $1.00  for  the  first 
offense,  $3.00  for  a  second  offense  and  $5.00  for  any  subsequent 
offense  in  any  calendar  year. 

17.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  ask  the  State  of  New 
Hampshire  to  improve  the  presently  existing  Route  101,  when 
and  where  necessary,  rather  than  to  relocate  it  as  an  express- 
way. (By  Petition) 

18.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen 
to  apply  for  and  accept  any  Federal  Grants  which  may  become 
available  during  the  year. 

19.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  establish  a  contingency 
fund  and  to  raise  and  appropriate  $2000.  for  that  purpose,  or 
take  any  action  relating  thereto. 

20.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  designate  WILSON 
ROAD  as  a  scenic  road  as  defined  in  N.H.  R.S.A.  253:17  as 
amended  in  1973  by  Chapter  586.  (By  Petition) 

21.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  designate  BENNING- 
TON BATTLE  TRAIL  a  scenic  road  as  provided  for  in  Chapter 
253:17  of  the  N.H.  R.S.A.,  October  1972.  (By  Petition) 

22.  To  transact  any  other  business  that  may  legally  come 
before  said  meeting.

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WILTON  HIGHWAY  DEPARTMENT  REPORT  -  1977 

During  1977,  95 V2"  of  snow  was  recorded.  January  to  April 
69"  fell  and  during  November  and  December  26V2"  was 
registered. 

During  the  Spring,  the  Department  activities  included 
patching  of  holes,  tarring  roads  and  the  preparation  of  crushed 
gravel  for  repairing  dirt  roads  which  were  washed  out  by  the 
heavy  rains  during  the  year. 

During  the  Summer,  dirt  roads  were  graded  and  repaired. 
In  addition  quantities  of  sand  was  sifted  with  the  new  sifting 
machine. 

During  the  month  of  August,  15  miles  of  road  were  re- 
surfaced in  addition  to  many  private  driveways,  for  which  the 
Town  was  reimbursed. 

During  the  Fall,  dirt  roads  were  graded  in  preparation  for 
the  Winter;  the  Department  assisted  the  Wilton  Water  Works 
in  repairing  broken  water  mains,  pipes  as  well  as  hydrants; 
the  remaining  time  was  spent  performing  preventive  main- 
tenance and  painting  of  equipment. 

Throughout  the  entire  year  an  attempt  was  made  to  keep 
the  dump  covered  in  order  to  prevent  fires  and  keep  odor  at  a 
minimum. 

This  year  the  Highway  Department  is  making  the  modest 
request  for  a  new  small  truck.  The  old  truck  is  getting  worn 
out  and  requires  many  major  repairs.  If  the  present  truck  is 
kept  much  longer,  the  cost  of  keeping  it  will  be  very  high. 

I  would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  the  Highway 
Department  "Crew"  for  the  time  and  effort  in  the  performance 
of  their  duties.  I  also  appreciate  the  co-operation  and 
assistance  given  to  me  by  the  Selectmen  and  the  Townspeople.

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THE  WILTON  PUBLIC  -  GREGG  FREE 
LIBRARY  REPORT 

The  Wilton  Public-Gregg  Free  Library  has  had  an  excellent 
year.  Mrs.  Paul  Gleneck  has  run  the  successful  pre-school  story 
hour.  An  arts  and  crafts  time  has  been  incorporated  in  the  hour. 
Mothers  have  volunteered  to  read  throughout  the  year. 
Twenty-five  children  have  been  involved  in  story  time.  Mrs. 
John  Hill  has  given  her  time  on  Tuesday  mornings  so  that  the 
library  could  be  open  for  this  program. 

Princeton  files  have  arrived  and  are  used  to  store  the 
seventy-five  different  periodicals.  This  has  cleared  much  shelf 
space  that  is  desperately  needed  for  shelving  books. 

School  children  come  each  day  to  the  library.  They  fre- 
quently have  film  strips  or  a  story  time. 

The  library  belongs  to  Hillstown  Cooperative.  This  coopera- 
tive of  small  area  libraries  enables  the  member  libraries  to  ob- 
tain a  38  percent  discount  on  most  books.  There  is  an  exchange 
of  books,  records,  pictures,  film  strips  and  general  services.  A 
weekly  courier  makes  the  deliveries  between  libraries.  Adult 
book  discussion  meetings  are  held  which  aid  in  book  selection. 
Circulation  has  steadily  risen. 

We  hope  to  continue  to  improve  our  service  to  our  library 
patrons  and  town.

REPORT  OF  THE 
WILTON  POLICE  DEPARTMENT  FOR  1977 

The  year  1977  has  shown  a  sharp  increase  in  the  depart- 
ment's activity  in  the  handling  of  the  1,943  complaints  that 
were  received,  but  also  in  the  field  of  traffic  violators.  We  have 
issued  almost  double  the  number  of  summonses  for  violations 
this  year  in  a  stepped-up  program  to  keep  the  streets  of  Wilton 
safe  for  the  town's  residents.  It  should  also  be  noted  that  while 
the  number  of  accidents  did  show  an  increase  this  past  year  a 
great  deal  of  this  was  due  to  the  exceptionally  hard  winter  we 
were  forced  to  endure.  However,  on  the  bright  side,  this  is  the 
third  consecutive  year  the  town  has  been  free  of  fatal  accidents. 

The  State  has  now  made  it  mandatory  for  all  departments 
to  file  Uniform  Crime  Reports  each  month,  this  will  give  a 
somewhat  distorted  picture  of  the  criminal  activity  throughout 
the  state  this  first  year  but  should  without  a  doubt  show  a  true 
outline  in  years  to  come.  Our  department  has  been  fortunate  in 
solving  a  large  percentage  of  our  cases  giving  the  department  a 
high  clearance  rate  compared  to  the  National  average. 

Members  of  the  Wilton  Police  Department  have  been  con- 
tinuing their  education  throughout  the  year,  and  have  taken 
advantage  of  the  many  specialized  courses  offered  by  both  the 
state  and  other  public  institutions.  Some  of  the  courses  that 
have  been  completed  are  Organized  Crime,  Drugs  and  Drug 
Enforcement,  Breathalizer  School,  First  Line  Supervision, 
Crime  Prevention,  Report  Writing  and  Photography.  Most  of 
these  course  are  taken  by  the  officer  on  off  duty  time  in  a  con- 
tinued effort  to  maintain  a  professional  and  well  informed  de- 
partment. 

In  closing  I  would  like  to  express  my  sincere  thanks  to  all 
the  citizens  of  Wilton  for  their  support  and  assistance  and  to 
the  members  of  the  department  for  their  dedication  spent  in 
making  Wilton  a  better  place  in  which  to  live.

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WILTON  FIRE  DEPARTMENT 

The  year  1977  brought  an  increase  in  the  number  of  alarms 
and  incidents  that  the  fire  department  responded  to.  Some  of 
these  alarms  and  incidents  were  because  there  are  quite  a  few 
homes  and  businesses  putting  in  fire  detection  systems  and 
there  have  been  malfunctions  in  these  systems.  Most  of  the 
problems  with  these  systems  have  been  worked  out  and  they 
are  now  functioning  in  a  normal  manner. 

Another  cause  of  the  increase  in  alarms  is  the  number  of 
chimney  fires.  More  and  more  people  are  going  to  wood  stoves 
to  supplement  their  heating  system  and  bring  down  the  cost  of 
heating  their  home.  We  will  continue  to  have  this  problem  un- 
less people  using  wood  stoves  use  them  properly  and  clean  out 
their  chimneys  at  frequent  intervals.  Also  the  proper  in- 
stallation of  these  stoves  could  prevent  serious  fires  that  have 
been  occuring  throughout  the  area.  If  there  is  a  question  on 
the  proper  installation  you  should  contact  your  Fire  Depart- 
ment. 

Although  we  had  an  increase  in  alarms  and  incidents  this 
year  we  did  not  have  many  serious  structural  fires.  The 
structural  fires  that  we  did  have  were  mostly  in  business 
establishments.  However,  we  were  fortunate  and  the  damage 
was  held  to  a  minimum  and  they  were  able  to  continue 
production.

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Report  of  District  Fire  Chief  and 
Town  Forest  Fire  Warden 


Forest  fire  control  in  New  Hampshire  is  a  joint  state  and 
town  responsibility  (RSA  224). 

The  Director,  Division  of  Forests  and  Lands  (State  Fores- 
ter) appoints  a  forest  fire  warden  and  several  deputy  forest 
fire  wardens  in  each  town  upon  the  recommendation  of 
local  authorities. 

The  local  forest  fire  warden  is  responsible  for  forest  fire 
prevention  and  suppression  activities  in  his  town.  He  reg- 
ulates the  kindling  of  outside  fires  when  the  ground  is  not 
covered  with  snow  by  the  issuance  of  written  permits  only 
when  conditions  are  safe.  He  is  responsible  for  suppression 
with  the  town  and  state  sharing  the  cost.  Suppression  costs 
in  excess  of  %  of  1  %  of  the  assessed  valuation  of  the  town 
are  assumed  by  the  state. 

The  state  provides  training  for  the  local  fire  organization 
and  helps  coordinate  activities  between  towns /cities.  The 
state  also  supports  local  forces  with  backup  personnel, 
equipment,  and  supplies  for  suppression  and  prevention. 

This  combination  of  state  and  local  cooperation,  started  in 
1893,  works  well,  for  New  Hampshire  has  enjoyed  one  of 
the  smallest  acreage  losses  due  to  forest  fires  in  the  United 
States  for  the  past  25  years.

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WILTON  WATER  WORKS 

1977  was  an  extraordinary  year  for  cold  and  frost.  At  times 
we  had  frost  up  to  six  to  seven  feet  deep.  This  caused  us  con- 
siderable problems  with  frozen  water  services  and  mains.  We 
had  water  pipes  freeze  into  houses  which  had  never  had  a  pipe 
freeze  since  construction.  All  these  problems  brought  with 
them  considerable  expense  and  inconvenience  to  our  water 
users. 

Our  water  was  tested  periodically  by  the  State  Water 
Supply  and  Pollution  Control  Commission  with  all  results 
satisfactory.  The  reservoir  was  drained  and  washed  down  and 
the  screens  cleaned.  We  are  now  awaiting  the  results  of  "The 
Mill  Brook  Water  Survey"  conducted  by  the  State  of  New 
Hampshire.  These  results  may  qualify  us  for  much  needed 
Federal  Monies  which  we  could  use  to  improve  our  entire  water 
system. 

We  would  like  to  thank  the  Highway  Department  and  our 
many  Sub-Contractors  for  their  cooperation  and  the  extra  effort 
they  continually  give  us  in  our  time  of  need.

Again  we  urge  caution  in  using  the  sys- 
tem so  that  these  problems  can  be  eliminated  for  obvious 
reasons. 

The  Sewer  Commissioners  have  been  working  closely  with 
Federal  and  State  Agencies  to  finalize  the  Town  Sewer  Project 
and  as  may  be  seen  by  this  year's  town  warrant,  it  appears  to 
be  becoming  a  reality. 

The  Sewer  Department  wishes  to  thank  the  Highway  De- 
partment for  their  help  in  maintaining  the  system  during  this 
past  year.

WILTON  LYNDEBOROUGH  VOLUNTEER 
AMBULANCE  AND  RESCUE  ASSOCIATION 

The  rescue  squad  has  continued  actively  and  routinely 
through  the  past  year.  Ambulance  runs  totalled  185,  a  few 
more  than  the  previous  year,  and  including  100  illnesses,  79 
accidents,  and  6  miscellaneous  runs. 

The  all-volunteer  staff  manning  the  twenty-four  hour  a 
day  service  work  in  teams  of  three,  serving  twelve  hour 
shifts.  They  continue  their  regular  work  at  their  places  of 
employment  or  at  home.  When  an  emergency  arises,  they 
are  called  by  the  communications  center  over  a  radio 
paging  system.  In  addition  to  the  work  done  in  Wilton  and 
Lyndeborough,  the  Service  also  responds  to  calls  for 
mutual  aid  from  surrounding  towns. 

The  new  ambulance  voted  at  the  last  town  meetings 
operates  well,  and  is  exactly  suited  to  the  tasks  at  hand. 
There  is  space  for  intensive  aid  to  patients,  and  the  capa- 
city to  carry  the  extensive  equipment  required.  With 
limited  slip  differential  for  better  traction  and  high  road 
clearance,  it  can  negotiate  local  roads  under  adverse 
weather  conditions. 

The  service  operates  as  an  independent  entity  in  the 
towns,  and  continues  on  a  partly  self  sustaining  basis,  with 
limited  tax  dollar  support.  It  makes  a  reasonable  charge 
for  transport,  and  has  been  fortunate  that  user  response 
has  been  generally  good.  Tax  support  has  been  about  the 
same  for  the  past  few  years. 

Training  for  the  volunteer  attendants  is  done  on  a  con- 
tinuing basis,  with  most  at  the  Emergency  Medical  Tech- 
nician level.  Regular  sessions  are  held  to  keep  skills  at  a 
high  level. 

The  Squad  is  proud  of  its  work  in  performing  an  essen- 
tial service,  and  is  grateful  to  the  towns  for  supporting  it  in 
its  efforts.

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SYNOPSIS  OF  ANNUAL  TOWN  MEETING 
March  8, 1977 

Polls  opened  in  the  Court  Room  of  the  Wilton  Town  Hall  at 
10:00  a.m.  by  the  Moderator  Vincent  Alsfeld  and  closed  at  6:00 
p.m.  as  voted  at  the  opening  of  the  polls. 

The  Annual  Town  Meeting  opened  at  7:30  p.m.  at  the  Wil- 
ton School  District  Auditorium  with  ballots  being  counted  after 
the  meeting. 

The  Warrant  was  read  by  the  Moderator  with  Warrant  Ar- 
ticles No.  1  through  4  voted  on  by  ballot  earlier  in  the  day. 

After  the  reading  of  the  warrant,  a  certificate  was  then  pre- 
sented to  Lynn  W.  Potter,  Water  Commissioner  for  thirty-three 
years  (1944  -  1977)  by  the  Selectmen  on  behalf  of  the  Town  of 
Wilton.  Mr.  Potter  received  a  standing  ovation. 

Old  slate  of  elective  officers  were  elected. 

Article  5:  Selectmen  were  authorized  to  borrow  money 
in  anticipation  of  taxes. 

Article  6:  The  matter  of  real  estate  taken  over  for  non- 
payment of  taxes  was  left  to  the  Selectmen. 

Article  7:  Motion  to  adopt  budget  as  written  with  the 
exception  of  the  Warrant  Articles  was  approved  with  Modera- 
tor ruling  the  budget  could  be  re-examined  in  case  of  an  over- 
sight. 

Article  8:  It  was  voted  in  the  affirmative  to  allow  the 
withdrawal  of  $25,000  from  the  Revenue  Sharing  Fund  for  im- 
provements to  the  Town  Hall. 

Article  9:  Voted  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  raise  and 
appropriate  $10,000  for  the  purpose  of  updating  the  Town  Tax 
Map. 

Article  10:  This  article  involving  the  Cooley  Trust  Fund 
was  tabled. 

Article  11:  Voted  in  the  affirmative  to  purchase  new  Po- 
lice Cruiser. 

Article  12:     This  article  was  withdrawn. 

Article  13:  Approval  was  given  for  this  article  with  an 
amendment  to  discontinue  a  portion  of  the  Bennington  Battle 
Trail  and  with  a  new  layout  shall  continue  to  be  one  continuous 
road. 

Article  14:  Recommended  this  article  not  to  be  adopted 
as  printed,  as  it  was  incorrect.  Voted  not  to  adopt.

REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 

Carl  E.  Bowers 


The  1976-77  School  Year  started  with  an  enrollment  of 
264  pupils  as  of  October  1,  1976,  down  slightly  from  the 
previous  year. 

Our  staff  had  only  one  change  for  this  year.  Mrs.  Ruth 
F.  Watkins,  veteran  grade  one  teacher,  retired.  Rhonda  C. 
Watts  was  elected  to  fill  this  position.  Miss  Watts  worked 
as  a  Voluntary  Aide  during  her  high  school  years  and  did 
her  practice  teaching  in  the  Wilton  Elementary  School. 

I  have  stated  many  times  that  the  stability  of  any  school 
staff  is  of  the  utmost  importance  if  we  care  to  establish 
and  maintain  continuity  of  programs  in  all  the  curriculum 
areas. 

Once  again  the  emphasis  is  Back  to  Basics;  however, 
I  believe  we  have  always  considered  Reading,  Writing, 
and  Arithmetic,  our  number  one  concern  in  all  schools. 

The  Wilton  Elementary  Teachers  have  dedicated  them- 
selves to  Commissioner  Robert  L.  Brunelle's  Back  to  Basics 
Theme  as  well  as  the  Goals  for  Education  in  New  Hamp- 
shire.  These  goals  are  as  follows: 

1.  Development  of  an  Evaluation  System  of  Educational 
Performance  at  State  and  Local  levels  with  particular  at- 
tention to  Reading  and  Mathematics. 

2.  Development  and  implementation  of  programs  in  En- 
ergy Education. 

3.  Development  of  curriculum  and  programs  in  Eco- 
nomic Education  and  in  the  teaching  of  the  Federal  and 
State  Constitutions. 

4.  Continue  to  improve  and  increase  offerings  in  Voca- 
tional Education  and  programs  for  the  Handicapped. 

We  have  continued  to  retain  the  services  of  the  Special 
Education  Consortium,  a  venture  that  was  started  a  few 
years  ago  to  better  serve  the  children  in  Supervisory  School 
Union  No.  63  who  require  special  educational  programs. 
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A  metric  workshop  was  held  during  the  year  for  all  the 
teachers  in  Wilton  and  Lyndeborough.  This  workshop  was 
made  possible  by  Mr.  Fernand  J.  Prevost,  Consultant, 
Mathematics  Education,  State  Department  of  Education, 
Concord.  This  type  of  workshop  is  part  of  our  Staff  De- 
velopment Plan  to  better  prepare  ourselves  in  providing 
better  classroom  instruction  to  our  pupils. 

The  transportation  routes  were  revised  by  the  School 
Board,  Contractors  and  Superintendent  due  to  the  over- 
crowded buses  because  of  the  increased  number  of  children 
being  transported.  It  was  necessary  to  add  an  additional 
bus  to  take  care  of  the  overflow.  Needless  to  say  this  in- 
creased the  transportation  account. 

During  the  1976-77  school  year  the  School  Board  held 
seventeen  meetings,  an  average  of  one  and  one-half  per 
month.  This  doesn't  count  other  related  meetings  held 
throughout  the  year. 

Physical  improvements  to  the  School  Plant  included 
summer-time  cleaning  and  general  repairs  in  addition  to 
the  interior  painting  of  the  cafeteria  and  storage  area,  re- 
placing tiles  in  the  food  preparation  area,  refinishing  all 
doors  and  trim  throughout  the  later  sections  of  the  building. 
Our  custodians  are  to  be  commended  on  the  general  ap- 
pearance of  our  buildings  and  grounds. 

As  another  year  closes,  I  would  like  to  thank  the  Wilton 
School  Board,  other  Town  Officials  and  Citizens  of  the  Dis- 
trict for  their  continued  support  of  their  school.

Nurse  to  full  time.  (Recommended  by  the  Budget  Commit- 
tee) 

8.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  District  will  vote  to 
raise  and  appropriate  for  the  support  of  schools,  for  the 
salaries  of  school  district  officers  and  agents  and  for  the 
payment  of  statutory  obligations  of  the  District. 
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9.     To  transact  any  other  business  that  may  legally  come 
before  the  meeting.

REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 

Carl  E.  Bowers 

The  1976-77  School  Year  started  with  an  enrollment  of 
369  pupils  as  of  October  1,  1976,  one  pupil  less  than  the 
preceding  year.  However,  Grades  7  &  8  have  increased 
from  126  in  1976-77  to  136  in  1977-78. 

This  year  ended  with  several  resignations  affecting  the 
following  areas:  Foreign  Language,  English,  Physical  Edu- 
cation, Guidance,  Mathematics  and  Science.  Needless  to 
say  this  created  quite  a  task  for  our  new  Principal,  Mr. 
Howard  J.  Gilmore.  Some  of  the  reasons  given  for  this 
change  of  staff  were:  Maternity  Leave,  Husband  relocat- 
ing, entering  the  Business  World,  Health,  Professional  and 
Financial  Advancement. 

I  have  stated  many  times  that  the  stability  of  any  school 
staff  is  of  the  utmost  importance  if  we  are  to  establish  and 
maintain  continuity  of  programs  in  all  of  the  curriculum 
areas.  Since  we  are  the  receiving  school  for  the  Wilton 
and  Lyndeborough  girls  and  boys,  it  would  be  a  step  in  the 
right  direction  if  we  could  establish  the  same  Salary  Guide 
for  all  three  districts  and  prepare  a  curriculum  guide  to  be 
followed  for  grades  one  through  twelve. 

The  School  is  currently  engaged  in  the  Accreditation 
process  under  the  leadership  of  Mr.  David  Campbell,  who 
is  Chairman  of  the  Steering  Committee.  Purpose  of  a 
study  such  as  this  includes  an  in-depth  study  of  our 
strengths  and  weaknesses  and  determining  our  long  and 
short  term  goals  for  upgrading  the  school  programs.  Areas 
under  study  are:  Philosophy,  Curriculum,  Buildings  and 
Grounds,  Administration  and  Supervision.  When  com- 
pleted we  are  looking  forward  to  being  accredited  by  the 
New  England  Association  of  Schools  and  Colleges. 

Along  the  lines  of  Staff  Development  we  were  able  to 
provide  an  in-service  workshop  on  Metrics  for  both  Wilton 
and  Lyndeborough  Districts  as  well  as  our  own  district  at 
no  cost  to  either  of  the  districts  involved,  thanks  to  Mr. 
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Femand  J.  Prevost,  Consultant  Mathematics  Education, 
State  Department  of  Education,  Concord. 

Some  of  the  improvements  to  the  school  facility  and  site 
are  as  follows:  Roofing  repairs  over  the  Cafetorium  and 
Science  Room,  expansion  joints  being  repaired  as  well  as 
the  flashings  over  the  locker  rooms,  interior  painting  of 
halls  and  classrooms,  replacing  ceiling  tiles  where  neces- 
sary, a  new  drainage  ditch,  a  new  culvert  was  placed  near 
the  crest  of  the  hill  and  work  was  continued  on  the  athletic 
field. 

We  were  very  fortunate  in  being  able  to  receive  C.E.T.A. 
funds  that  could  be  used  to  employ  one  additional  person 
in  the  Principal's  office.  The  need  for  additional  clerical 
help  has  been  evident  for  some  time  now,  especially  due 
to  the  increased  amount  of  paper  work  involving  Federal, 
State  and  numerous  reports. 

During  the  1976-77  School  Year  the  School  Board  held 
twenty-three  board  meetings,  an  average  of  two  per  month. 
This  doesn't  count  meetings  such  as  Budget  Meetings,  In- 
terview of  Candidates,  Staff  Development  Meetings,  etc. 

As  another  school  year  closes,  I  wish  to  thank  the  School 
Board,  School  Department  Employees,  Town  Officials,  and 
Citizens  of  the  district  for  their  continued  support  and 
assistance  in  the  necessities  for  educating  our  girls  and  boys 
for  the  immediate  future.
